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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Smit, Applicant suggests Smit lacks 
tubes "connected" to the storage and that the storage do not bulge. Examiner disagree because, as supported by the specification 
"connected" only implies "in fluid communication" and the Smit device is disclosed to be flexible such that bulging occurs as food passes 
therethrough. Similarly, applicant argues Wilkinson lack "two tubes. As evidenced by Applicant's specification, the claimed device is a 
single structure having components termed storage and tubes. The region of Wilkinson referred to as a collar may be interpreted as a 
tube region. 
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
